Amen the top posts filled were 
positions on the Milk C o n t r o l , 
Public Utility, Turnpike and Se­ 
curities Commissions and an Erie 
County judgeship. 
Maurice H. Piaster, New Ken 
sington, a former PUC examiner, 
was named to succeed Robert W. 
Anthony, Altoona Democrat, for a 
10-year term on the Public Utili­ 
ty Commission, The post p a y s 
$19,000 a year. 
I/ester F. Rurlein. Honesdale, 
was chosen to succeed Democrat 
Roy E. Furman, Waynesburg, for 
a IO year term on the Turnpike 
Commission at $15 OOO a year.
